'I he anamina t ion of John V Clay­

ton in ArkaiiHas, last week, waa one 
of those utterly Indefensible c r imes 
which have done so much to exci te pre­
judice In the north against the people 
of the M i s t , and more especial ly against 
southern democrats. As far aa the dis­
patches show, M r . Clayton had doue 
noth ing hut what he had s perfect mora l 
and legal r ight to do.

Among these is 
the artesian w«ll. work upon which began 
to day, and the city water works, piping 
for which also arrived Unlay. The water 
wil l be taken from a spring in the moun­
tains north of the town at an elevation of 
liNO feet. The supply wi l l he amply suffi­
cient, th« water netng of most excellent 
quaht., while the pressure w i l l be ample 
for every purpose desired-
